Washington.—The spread of prohibi­ 
tion sentiment in the United States in 
the past year has made a deep impres­ 
sion on leaders in congress. The events 
of that period when viewed in tho light 
of the ambitions program that the 
temperance advocates have set for 
themselves in the immediate future 
are causing much serious thinking and 
some anxiety on the part of members 
of congress who look beyond their 
noses. 
In fact, many .if the leaders in the 
national legislature b ‘Hove that they 
already see the prohibition question 
looming as a national issue. They fear 
the time is near when a constitutional 
amendment providing for national pro­ 
hibition will be submitted by congress 
to a referendum of tho states. 
Such an amendment is now pending 
in both thv* house and tho senate, and 
the promotion of it through congress 
is the accomplishment toward which 
all tho anti-liquor forces are looking 
most hopefully,
